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A Modeft Remonfirance of that intolerable grievance 
our Youth lie under, in the acculbomed Severities of the 
School-difeipline of this Nation: bumbly prefented so the 
confideration of the Parliament. 


HE RE is sot any thing hardly of more mo- 

ment ina Common-wealth, than the Education 

of Children ; and yet is there generally nothing 
left more at random, and belides the publick care. lt 
is the cuftom ordinarily of our Schools, which being re- 
ceived from our Anceftors does pals uncontrouled, to 
commit to a perfon who hath got a little Greck and 
Latin, and nothing elfe perhaps to live upon, the liber- 
ty toule fuch a kind of difcipline over us, as that the 
ago paige of human life, which in all other Creatures 
is left at the greatelt freedom ro be fweet and jocund, 
is defloured and confumed with bitternefs and terror. 
* But it is not only the evil of our fuffering we have 
tocomplain of; but our fufferings are of that nature 
as makes our Schools to be not meerly Hoxfes of cor- 
refion, but of proffitation, by this vile way of cafliga- 
tion ; wherein our fecret parts, by nature fhameful and 
not to be uncovered, mutt be the anvil expofed to the 
immodeit eyes and filthy blows of the fmiter. And 
we are per(waded, if modefty will fulier the thing to 
be debated, it will be found certainly to be atz>- gov 72, 
that is, a matter to be adjadged amongit the Apoftle’s 
én @tiutacy and thofe yi xadixwre which are 
notto be named. And indeed one wou'd thimk, that 
this kiad of punifhment fhould have been firlt invented 
on purpofe, that an averfation to it, as an ugly fordid 
and abhorrent thing, fhould deter ingcnuous perfons 
from infli€ting it. 
© Qui efurit, is cibo utitur fecunaiim naturam, qui pu- 
nit, is nulla ad boe impelli debet cupiditate, fays Seneca: 
Thofe that adminifter punifhment, fays Cicero, are to 
be Legum fimile:, qua ad punicndum non iracundié, Jed 
@quitate ducuntur, "Vhatis, He that is hungry, ujetd 
bis meat according to Nature 5 but be that punifbes, ought 
to be like the Laws themselves, that are moved to it with 
no fort of defire. If punifliment come from {elf-plea- 
fing, then will it not be in meafure; then will it not 
be juit; then the punither will be giad of a faults then 
will it be remedilefs to the fufferer, feeing the caule of 
the punifhment lies in the punifher, and not in the 
punifhed to help it; then every little occafion, or 
noe at all, fhall be enough for the inflicter to give 
himfelf pleafure. On which account the author of 
Hadibras makes this fhrewd obfervation, 

* The Pedant in the School boy's brecches 
* Does claw and curry bis ocon itches. 

By this little, we need not wonder if the Tyrant of old, 
who being expulfed his kingdom, got tobe Matter of a 
School, fhould chufe that, for the more voluptuous do 
minion. And indeed, if there were not fome fuch 
thing at the root, how fhould we meet fill with fuch 
doings, as we do almoft ia all Schools ? How could 
men, who have the face of gravity and difcretion, be 
fo highly, and fo readily offended at all turns with in- 
nocent children, as they make themfelves to be? What 
think you? when a boy fhall he hoyied perhaps at firft 
for the miffing of a word, and then be held on in the 
asking more queftions (which fear alone fhall difable him 
prefently to anfwer) until he receive {o many itripes, 
or fo gtievous ones, if fewer, as the rogue who is 
whipt for petty-larceny, comes off very gently many 
times in comparifon of this lad ; who can think, if the 
punifhment were noton thofe parts, that it were like 
to be fo much? 
* It is not unknown how the Jefuites govern their 
Schools beyond the feas; nor what fome of them have 
delivered on this matter in their Cafes of conicience : 
neither would it be any difhonour to us to change our 
cuftoms for the better, tho’ we borrowed them of other 
Countries. 
* dt may be fay’d, There is a neceffity of fome cafliga- 
tion upon fome occafion, and this is mott fafe, or leaft 
dangerous, and therefore is chofen and ufed. But this 
is but one thing well confidered ; aud there is more 
than this one thing in fo momentous a matter, as the 
inftitution of Youth, to come under confideration. 
You may eafily provide for our fecurity, that no bones 
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be broken, and yet without the negle€t of honefty and 
Virtue. 

* In truth, it isa Queftion worthy the moft mature 
deliberation, Whether Children fhould ever be beaten 
atall about their books. That chaftizement is fit for 

this age upon defert, we denie not, and the Holy 

Scripture afferts: but as that isa chaftizement which 
is meet, fo is it we fuppofe to be for fin, or fome mo- 

ral fault. The underftanding will never be inlightned, 
the memory healed, or the invention quickned by ftripes 
upon the flefh. ‘There are many dull'd, we are fure 3 
many difcouraged, and fome that have been undone by 
this means. QuintTitian, that moft famous Inftitutor 
of Youth, tho’ he would have lads brought up hard, to 
be able to endure any thing, yet is herein exprefs, C+ 

di verb difcentes guamquam receptum fit, & Chryfippus 
von improbet, minim? vellem. But by no means, Mays he, 
would 2 have thefe that learn to be beaten, notwithfand 

ing itis fo commonly ufed. The Reafous he affigns 
are thefe : Inthe firf place, It is a fervile thing that 
becomes only flaves and brutes, and fo unworthy of 
any that are free-born, much lefs fuch who are the fons 
of Gentlemen and Nobles. Bedides that, if you change 
the confideration of the age, for the moft part it is mot 
manifeit injury and wrong.—!n the next place, If there 
be any whofe difpofition is fo illibeval, as not to be a- 
mended by reproof and ingenuous notices, it is to be 
expected it fhould become but che worfe tor blows, and 
grow more obdurate.—-—In the third place, There 
will be no need of caftigation, if the Mefter be fo dili- 
gent ashe ought, to fee the task which he fets to be 
cone, by his own fedulity and in{pettion. Nae fere 
uegligentia padagoscrum fie ertendait videtur, ut pueri 
won facere qua reda funt cogantur, fed cur non fecerint 
puniantur, Thatis, The matter now-a-diys is erdinarily 
Jo carried, the Buy is beaten, to riake amend: for his Ma 

frer’s carclefinels and flath.- Add unto this, that 
there is many times a hared brain, a ftammering tongue, 
or the like very grievous ill habit or geiture introduced 
through terror. Above all, in the lait place, he 
hasthefe word 5 fam fi minor in deligendis cufludum S 
Praceptorum moribus fuit cura, pudet dicere in qua pro- 
bra nefandi homines ifo cadendi jure abutantur. Non 
morabsr in parte hac, nimium eff quod intelligitur. We 
will not englith this lift of his reafons, becaufe it is 
the very fore upon which we touch; onely thus far, 
Tt is tco much already, fays he, cebich is anderflood.

Is it 
the ftcep toyl onely Learning requires in thofe that will 
climb to it 5 or the refrefhing pro{pect they intend by 
it to intice us up ? Are their high hills nothing indeed 
but difficulty 5 and their groves, birch ? Is He/icom the 
boys tearss and Pega/us the blind horfe? Alas, that 
when we fhould be invited to Learning, as toa banquet, 
a pleaiant feaft, and the defire of our fouls, it is pre- 
fented tous never but in torment and dread? Alas! 
that the Mufes fhould be put thusin the fhape of E- 
rinnys; and Tha/ia’s lute-ftrings yield no founds but 
fereeches and cries ? Alas! how wide muft the world 
needs be here, to think that children, in their tender 
nature, fhould be made to love that (and who would 
not have children love their books?) which is never 
offered them but with hate ? You fhould imbitter to us 
our finful pleafures, that wil] do us hurt; but you fhould 
fugar to us our learning, which is for our good. The 
nurfe fhoald never put wormvood on that breaft, from 
which fhe would not have the child to be weaned. 
We read of M. Porcius, in the Roman ttory, who ef- 
tablifhed a Law, That no Roman citizen fhould be 
beaten with rods. He fhould be a Tribune of the peo- 
ple by our vote, that could prefer a Lex Porcia in our 
{chools. If Sotomon will have the boysand the maids 
beaten, let it be with a wand, or fuch a way as be- 
comes the vertuous as well as the fevere. If SoLomon 
will name a rod too, it is @ rod for the back; thereby 
plainly intimating, that it ought, to be a chaft ftripe- 
ing. SoLomon’s corrections are advifed to Parents, a. 
proper to be infliéted on children for their immoral 
faults ; they are not advifed to Mafters, as fit to be in- 
flited by them upon children for not learning their 
books.
